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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-6, 19-26, 39, 40 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Vollmann '81 0. 

Vollmann discloses a cardiac pacer comprising an atrial tachycardia response 
mode capable of automatically reapplying an atrial pacing therapy. 

Regarding claim 51, it is inherent the ROM 12 comprises instructioruto cause 
processor 10 to automatically reapply the atrial pacing therapy. 

Vollmann clearly provides for terminating an episode of atrial arrthymia with 
affirmative atrial pacing therapies. See col. 1, lines 53-54, col. 5, lines 35-40 and lines 
45-48, and col .6, lines 19-21 , for example. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 41-50 and 52 are allowed.
